The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to disclose a method for detecting the time arrival of a plurality 
of ions at a detector surface, which includes means for centroiding the electron charge 
fraction appearing simultaneously on nearest neighbor anodes in an anode array to 
determine the number ions impinging the detector surface, the time of arrival of each 
the impinging ion, and the spatial location at which each the impinging ion collided with 
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the detector surface as recited in claim 24; or means for deserializing a modulated serial 
data stream to determine the time of arrival of ions as recited in claim 30.
